DISORDER

Employes of Street Rail-
way Inaugurate Strike.

RIOTOUS MEN
ATTACK CREWS

Motormen Finally Refuse to Ope-
rate Cars Without Platoons
of Police for Protection.

POLICE ORDERED
TO BE IMPARTIAL

Railway Officials Declare They
Can Operate Their Cars if
Police Will Give Them Suf-

ficient Irotection—One
Man Has Back Broken.
One Shat Fired

(By Amenclated Prosw) 3
 CHICAGO, Nov, 12.—Consiant scenes of
disorder over a district approximately
Nfty square miles In extent, resulted to-
day from tne Inauguration of a strike by
the employes of one of the two principal
surface sirect rallway compénies in Chi-
cagt. All along the lines, wherever cars
wern started, strike sympathizers thade
deaperate onslaughts on the crews, be-
ginning at dawn of day and continulng
asg long as cars remalned on the tracks.
The tie-up was made complete. . A num-
ber of cara were wrecked, and that no
jerson was killed, i no fault of the
rioters. Ono man had his back broken
and the first shot of the strike was fired
al Wentworth Avenue and Weut Blxty-
ninth Btreet, where a mob of several hun-
dred persons trled Lo hold up a traln,

Many persons, chiefly non-union strest
cAr men, wera injurad by fying slones or
pplintered glass, Two women Were among
those hurt.

JExecepting a few dozen paseengers, who
had to flee from the cars, the 300000 dolly
patrons of the company wera forced to
all sorts of ‘other methods: in order to
get down-town and back. il
SOAWILh  faces "and hands tbleeding fram
ihe anttocks of the strikers, motormen,
gripmen and conductors, -who tried to
run trains retirned to the barns and re-
fused’ to go out agaln unless the tralns
bore platoons of police or patrol wagons
were slongside.

The pollce confined thelr efforis to see-
ing that the passuige of cars from Lhe
barna was unobstructed, and that crowds
In the streetz were quickly cleared. This
wns done under orders from Mayor Car-
ter H. Harrlson, whose announced pur-
‘pose was to preserve an Impartlal attl-
{ude, taking sides nelther for nor againat
tha strikers or the strest rallway com-
pany, which, though known as the Chi-
cago Clty Rallway, !s a private corpora-
\*on, the lines of which extend through
the south slde of the cily, rudiating from
the business center.

Court Decides That It May Re-
fuse to Sell Its Goods at

! ' Any Price,

NO VIOLATION OF THE LAW
Acts of So-Called Tobacco Trust
Indispensable to Existence of
Competition and Trade.

(By Amanclated Press)

BT. PAUL., MINN., November 13.—-The
United States Circult Court of Appeals
to-day handed down an opinlon In the
suit for troble damages brought by Jozeph
P, Whitwell, o local tobrecco dealer.
agalnst the Continental Tobacen Com-
pany, known as Lhe Tobaeeco Trust, in
which judgment {s rendered In favor of
the Contineutal Company.  The opinion
affirms the judgment of the Unlted States
Distriet Court, which held that the refusal
of tha Tobacco Trust to seil Lty manutac-
tured praduct to Whitwell dld not consti-
tute a legal Injury, was not an act in
reatraint of Interstale commerce and does
not violate the natlonal anU-trust law.

Whitwell allegaed. that the Continentsl
Tobacco Company 'charged = prohibitive
prices for certain  grades unobtalnable
olsewhere, and | atiiched as . condition
to the snle of such goods tirat'lts eustom-
era should ‘hot buy .of competing com-
punies of the Contlnental Company,

Whitwell, llad done business with the
company on this basis for symo: time.
On May 18,1002, however, he refused to
obey the ‘requirements of the company.
and belng unable’ to ‘procura’ goods else-
where, he broughl an’ actlon to recover
treble dimages undar the natlonal antl-
trust act,

The role ground for tho actlon was the
company's refusal to-sallihlm goods at
a prics which - would “allow: him to malg
a profit on hle sales”unlesy ho ‘would re-
frain from handllbg other goods.

The court soys: the -action of the to-
bhacco company did not restrict competl-
tlon batwesn that company and the Inde-
pendent ' manufacturers, ' who are the
trust's. eompet!tors,  becausa It left the
Intter free’ tolmelect thelr purchases and
to fix thelr prices and' ierms,

The court says: '‘The tobaceca eompany
nnd Its competitors were not’ denlers in
artleles of prime necessity, as corn and
veal, nor wers they rendering publie or
quasl pulilia gervice, ke a rullrosd com-
pauy. Each of them, therefors, hnd the
rlght to refuse ta sell its commodities
at any price" it

The court goes further and says that
the acts of the tobacco gompany are noti-
ing mars or less Cuan the lawful exerclse
of thelr unguestionable rights, which are
indispensable to the exlstence of compe-
titlon or the conduct of trade.'"
